Newjunt has iiiflVied 
the loss of 


anotner of Its moil prominent anil best 
beloved citizens by Ihe death of Hun. 
T. Mumford Seabnry who passed away 
at his home on Mann avenue on Satur- 
day night, May 2.5. Although he wus 
In his eighly.siv.lh year hU health hud 
been very good until within a short, 
lime aud his many friends hud hoped 
that he might be spared for some years 
to come. A few weeks- usjo he sus- 
tained a fall ttt his home and this led 
to complications which finally neccssl- 
tiled an operation lo save his life. The 
operation was performed on May 17th, 
and Was fur a limo apparently success- 
ful but the shock proved too much for 
his enfeebled system and he finally 
succumbed after a brave struggle. 


Mr. beabury was the oldest active 


business man of Newport aud one of 
the most respected. Thoroughly capa- 
ble of managing every detail of his 
business, he had liulll up H store that 
was widely known outside of Newport. 
His success had been attained by care- 
ful attention to the wants of his cm- 
lomers, loan Intelligent and discrim- 
inating purchasing of stock, and per- 
haps most pf all by |liat honest aud 
honorable method of doing bushier 
that marked his every relation. 


He Is a 'man that will be greatly 


missed iu the community that knew 
him to many years. There are com- 
paratively few persons in 
Newport 


who do not feel thai their life has at 
times been made brighter because he 
was here.

tograph stars. -The trouble -is to pic- 
ture tliein ns points and not as streaks, 
for as the earth rolajes it carries the 
photographic apparatus with It, and 
Hie light from th'! star makes a line, 
while the astronomer wants a point. 


He must therefore devise u machine 


that will counteract the movement of 
the earth am) so keep the light steadily 
in the same place on the plate. 
Elab- 


orate clockwork must turn the lens 
backward to keep it on llie slar and at 
the same rate as that at whieh Uie 
earth moves forward.

An astronomer at the Yerkcs observ- 


atory at YV'illlams Hay, \\'is., is quoted 
in St. Nicholas as saying that "many 
of the most ImiKJi'tant results of as- 
tronomy have been derived from tho 
use of an ordinary camera. 
Ou a clear 


night iroiut one of these toward the 
north pole, and it will be found aftei 
an exposure of one or two hours that 
the stars which lie near the pole have 
drawn arcs of circles upon the pinto. 
This is due to tlie fact that the cart 
Is rotating upon its axis at such a 
as to cause every star in the sky I 
appear to travel through a complet 
circle once In twenty-four hours.
